Blood Flow Not Checked. 


Two stitches had been taken in this 
wound but the flow of blood was not en- 
tirely checked. 
AVhen the wound was 
dressed today it still evinced a tendency 
to bleed and all his efforts were made 
to prevent a further loss of blood. 
In 
addition, Holt sustained a black eye, liis 
shoulder was severely wrenched and he 
was struck a powerful blow in the stom- 
ach which left a maik that had turned 
black and blue. 


"Holt is very sick," Dr. Cleghom said, 
"sick physically and mentally.

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Independence Day 


For the American citizen this year Independence day should 
be ln^ C'Sted with a new significance to add to the wealth of history 
and tradition with which the years have surrounded the nation's 
.birthday. We turn to the observance of the nation's holiday from a 
wQrld engulfed in slaughter and misery and woe and suffering. May 
w/-- not find added gratification and added inspiration in the fact 
that our independence means not only independence of political dom- 
ination from across the seas, but that it means independence also of 
^hpir war struggle that is sapping the finest blood of half a score of 
eariit 's nations, 
i^or in a large sense independence and neutrality 
.ire s- nonymous. 
"We are envious of none, we sympathize with all 
and wc most profoundly hope for a cessation of the world stmggle, 
but iheir quarrel is not ours. 
The dictum set up in America more 
than a century ago—entangling alliance with none—has proven its 
worth. It is still the rock on which the nation s hope rests. 


There is no nation's birthday quite like our own—none so gen- 
erally observed, none which makes the heart beat so quickly and 
none which thrills so deeply with its inspiration. From the Fathers 
of the Revolution to the Americans of 1915 is a far crj', but the 
spirit of today is the equal of that. It is manifest in a different way, 
but it is as deep and as abiding and as devoted and as enduring as 
that which inspired the creation of a government of the people, for 
the people and by the people.

El Centro, Cal., July 5.—This remark- 
able town in Imperial Valley, Cal., which 
in eight years has built a population 
from nothing to 6,500, and which was 
badly damaged by earthquake June 22 
and 23, now promises to eclipse all rec- 
ords in recovering from seeming disas- 
ter. 


It is estimated that $250,000 damage 
was done by the trembior and six lives 
were taken as its toll, two persons be- 
ing killed outright aind four more dy- 
ing from the efTecs of injuries sustained. 


Before the tremors that followed the 
quake had ceased, the work of clearing 
the ground was well under way, and be- 
fore a week had elapsed the reconstruc- 
tion was in progresB.

It's easy if you i'oliow tlie directions 
given in this story and in the 
accom- 
panying 
illustration. 


To make a baiJoon tluii 
when 
com- 
pleted a<id inllated will stand about four 
feet in height, cut a jiattern 
for 
the 
gores out of stid' bro\\ n i)a[)er u.s shown 
in Figure 1. 
Thirteen gores 
will 
bo 
ne:'dcd, four red, four 
blue and 
five 
wiiite. 


For tlie pattern from Avhicj! to make 
the gori's you will need a strip of stitT 
])aper six feet long and one foot wide. 
]"'oId the paper in the ccinter. 
Starting 
a t tile l)ottom end measure two jntdu's 
from tlie fold and mark 
it. 
Then 
at 
one foot from the bottom measure three 
inches and a half at righl iitigh's from 
the fold and mark the point ¡¡gain. Then 
from two feet up tlie l<dd mark otl" a 
point five inches at ri_<;ht aiigh's 
from 
the i(dd. 
T)ii-ee feet, four inch(!S from 
the bottom niea.sure oil" si.\ inclies and 
mark the point. 


From this point on to the top 
the 
"iilth gi-ows less. 
At 
four feet from 
the linitom place a mark five ami a half 
inclies from the fold. 
At the fifth foot 
ii'mw a mark about three and a thinl 
•:'< lies from the 
fold. 
At 
tin; 
sixth 
:>:i>t you "do not need to put a 
mark 
! eii;use there the gore comes to a jioint. 


X'nv draw 
a line connecting 
these 
marks, cut the paper along it and then 


unfold. 
It will Lie a cigar siuiiu ii pat- 
tern six feet long, fotir inched wide a t 
width. 


Then t a k e the colored tissue 
paper— 
rod, white auid blue —paste them togeth- 
er to get sheets bix feet long and then 
cut 
thirteen 
gores 
from tiie 
pattern, 
llemember, 
four of red tissue 
paper, 
four of blue and five of white. 


Now fold one gt^re in tlie center, lay 
another gore over it, leaving a margin 
of the under gore iiroinidiug from lie- 
neatii as in Figun; 2. 
I'ut paste on pro- 
truding edge and then fold it over (Mi 
the upper gore nnd see t h a t they stick 
lirmly together. 
Now the 
iijiper 
gore 
must be folded just as you did the first 
one, and paste the protruding edge 
as 
you did the first. 
Paste all thirteen 
in 
this way. 
^"ou will now find tlui 
top 
and bottom gore each liave an impasted 
edge. 
Lay tliese together and 
paste. 


The mouth 
opening will be about a 
foot and a 
half in diameter an<l iinto 
this you must fit a light boo)). 
One of 
r a t t a n 
is best. 
llohl it in place 
by 
pasting the edges of the mouth 
open- 
ing around it. 
If the toj» of your 
bal- 
loon 
has 
not 
iitte<l together 
cxactly 
]iasfe a roumi bit of paper over it. 


Next, 
take 
an old lamp wick 
and 
wind it about with string until you have 
a 
ball of wick. 
Uun a short piece of 
wire 
through

the ends as shown in Figure 
Then 
cro.ss two wires over the mouth of the 
balloon as shown in Figun« 4 and upon 


thc.se wires hang the wick-ball as shown 
in Figure 5. 


You wiU now have a completed 
bal-l 
loan as shown in Figure 0. 


To inflate the balloon and scind it upi 
make a simple fireplace of bricks in the 
yard 
or some open 
space. 
Fix a firet 
of light shavings or paper 
t h a t 
will 
light readilj- and burn quickly. 
Tie ai 
loop of string at the top of the baUooni 
and then have someone suspend the bal- 
loon from the end of a short stick held 
over the 
fireplace. 
Be sure t h a t 
the^ 
mouth of the balloon is directly 
over 
the tire place, but be careful not to get 
it too close, otherwise when t h e fire isj 
ignited t h e balloom will catch 
fire. 


Fan the balloon as full of air astpos- 
sible. then light the fire under it. 
As 
the air becomes heated the balloon will 
beeoine more and more buoyant. 


Now the wick bail must 
be quickly 
but thoroughly soaked in alcohol. 
By 
this time the balloon, now 
filled 
with 
heated air, will be tugging to get free. 
Attach the wick ball in place on 
the 
cross wire.s across the month, light the 


wick ball and a s it blazes up, let

The storm seemed to be the most 
severe in the northern and eaetem parts 
of the county.

ting it on fire. 


iServiee on the city 
lines

paired and on a few lines the service 
was temporarily discontinued on account 
of falling trees. 
Much damage was done 
on the Robison park line, especially to 
the overhead 
service near stop 
eight. 
The damage was quickly repaired and 
the service resumed. 


The service on all the interurban lines 
entering the city was impaired and the 
repair men were kept busy throughout 
the entire afternoon. 
A section of the 
overhead wires on the BI'ifTton line of 
the Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana 
Traction company was blown down ten 
miles south of the city near Yoder. Con- 
siderable damage was done to the wires 
and supports on 
the Huntington 
line 
west of Roanoke. 


Trocs wore uprooted on South Wayne 
avenue, 
Fairfield, 
South 
Broadway, 
Creightcn avenue. East and West Main 
streets and in Nebraska and Blooming- 
dale. 
Roofs were blown from several 
sheds and outhouses on South Lafayette 
near the city limits. 


At Robison Park. 


There was a tremendous 
crowd 
at 
Robison park when the storm came up. 
Manager C. H. Williams stated Monday 
morning that the crowd was the largest 
of any Sunday since the park opened. 
There was also a big crowd at (îermania 
park. 


On account of the storm the Elks and 
Knights of Columbus events at League 
1 park and the municipal band concert at 
VV'eisser park had to be postponed. 


Many Telephones Out. 


The wire chief of the Home Telephone 
and Telegraph company stated Monday 
morning that between 400 and 500 tele- 
phones had been put out of commission, 
but that the most of these would be re- 
paired by evening. 
Two of the oldest and 
largest trees in the city were blown down 
on Kast Berry street, 
between Clay and 
Lafayette streets. 


B. H. Kilbo'urne, 3227 Broadway, waa 
in a rowboat on Blue lake fishing when 
the storm came up, and throughout the 
entire downpour continued fishing.

was rewarded by catching thre® flsh.

(Special to The Sentinel.) 


Ashley, Ind., July 6.—A tornado that 
ripped a narrow path of twelve to fif- 
teen rods wide and Ave or six miles long 
in the country between this town ana 
Hudson, a mile west, beginning south- 
west and taking a 
course 
northeast, 
Sunday aftemooai, wrought damage of 
many thousands of dollars. 
Hundreds 
of acres of grain were laid flat and much 
of it made waste, many orchards were 
uprooted, several barns were destroyed, 
one house was 
almost 
wrecked, -»viro 
lines 
wore prostrated, 
fences 
thrown 
down and scores of outbuildings were 
destroyed, but there were no human 
casualties. 


The steel roof from a bam southwest 
of this place was 
dropped 
upon 
the 
trujik wires of the system that supplies 
Ashley and Hudson with electric current 
from Angola and the system was put 
out of commission, with the result that 
both towns were in darkness last night. 
The Ashley electric light plant was de- 
stroyed by fire some months agt> and 
since then current has been obtained 
from Angola. 


Orchards and Crops Suffer. 


The bulk of the damage is to or- 
chards and the crops in the fields. Him- 
drcds of frviit trees were uprooteil in the 
path of the storm and numerous ilelds 
of wheat, oats and rye were laid flat. 
Many of the flattened stands of growing 
grain are laid so low that it will be 
practically 
impossible 
to 
reap 
them. 
Fences, small buildings and telephone 
lines were laid the whole path of the 
storm. 


An estimate of the damage can only 
be approximate, but it will total many 
thousands of dollars. 
Such of the wheat 
in the fields as can be saved will have 
to be reaped by hand. 


Pillow Blown from Under Them. 
At the farm home of David Leas, just 
north of Hudson, the storm tore the 
house in two, twisted the parts around 
and destroyed most 
of the 
hou.seliold 
furnishings.

Baseball and Wives Some- 
what Alike—A Mere 
Matter of Taste.

The present condition of baseball in the 
major leagues has given rise to an odd 
problem: 
Does good baseball pay? 


Tile owners are seriously studying this 
problem and several of them have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the general 
public neither appreciates nor wants the 
near perfect brand of baseball. 


One owner recently remarked to me: 
"Here is the National league, weaker 
than it has been at any time since the 
raid of the American league wrecked it. 
It has" eight clubs, not one of which could 
have 
finished 
in the 
first 
division five 
years ago. 
Yet, the race promises to bo 
more Interesting than any we have had In 
years. Besides that it Is about the most 
interesting baseball we have witnessed 
in a long time. 


"To me it Is a serious problem as to 
whether or not the fans want what the 
players and the critics call 'good base- 
ball.' 
The element of the unexpected is 
what they want, that with lots of hitting, 
rapidly changing 
situations, and 
wild 
throws mixed with brilliant stops. Give 
me a team that will hustle every minute 
and try for everything, make a bushel of 
errors, keep hitting and fighting all the 
time and after the fans find Cut what 
kind of baseball we are playing We'll out- 
draw any perfect team in the country." 


Given the Idea I Interviewed two other 
owners, one American and one National, 
on the subject. 
One said: 


"It is truee. 
The fans do not appreci- 
ate or enjoy a perfectly pitched, 
per- 
fectly fielded game. 
A small percentage 
appreciate 
the fin© pitching 
taut 
they 
want action and 
there is not 
enough 
action and opportunity to yell in a good 
game. 


The other magnate remarked: 
"I saw 
a game at Pittsburg, perfectly pitched 
on both sides, wonderfully fielded, each 
side making a few scattered hits in extra 
Innings. There wasn't enough 
applause 
until right at the finish when the players 
began to feel the strain and make errors 
to wake anyone up. 
A few days later 1 
was in Chicago and saw a game 14 to 13, 
with everything in the world happening 
in it that we call 'rotten baseball.' There 
was lots of hitting, wild throwing, excit- 
ing situations.

The children's playground while the 
most important, is only one of many 
things she has done for the civic im- 
provement and adornment of her adopt- 
ed home.

Independence Day 


For the American citizen this year Independence day should 


be invested with a ne-w significance to add to the wealth of history 
and tradition with, which the years have surrounded the nation's 
birthday. We turn to the observance o£ the nation's holiday from it 
world engulfed in slaughter and misery and woo and suffering. May 
Vfc not find added gratification and added inspiration in the fact 
'that our independence means not only independence of" political dom- 
ination from across the seas, but that it means independence also of 
their war struggle that is sapping the finest blood nl! half a score of 
earth's nations. For in a large, sense independence and neutrality 
are synonymous. Wo are envious of none, we sympathize with all 
and we most profoundly hope for a cessation of the world struggle, 
but their quarrel is not ours. The dictum set up in America more 
than a century ^go—entangling alliance with none—has proven its 
worth. It is still the rock on which the nation's hope rests. 


There is no nation's birthday quite like our own—none so gen- 


erally observed, none which makes the heart, beat so quickly and 
none •which, thrills so deeply with its inspiration. From the Fathers 
of the Revolution to the Americans of 1915 is a far cry, but the 
spirit of today is the equal of that. It is manifest in a different way, 
but it is as deep and as abiding and as devoted and as enduring as 
that which inspired the creation of a government of the people, for 
the people and by the people. So as we celebrate the nation's birth- 
day today, let us drink deeply again at the spring of independence 
and of liberty. It has given national strength and security in the 
past. It will continue to do so. 


Frank Holt, the man who conceived the plan of blowing up the 


national capitol in "Washington as "an exclamation point to his ap- 
peal for peace." and who sought the life of J. P. Morgan as a means 
of ending the war in Europe is merely a type of the genus crank al- 
ways to be found both in America and abroad. That, he is an edu- 
cated man signifies nothing, for well-versed or illiterate the crank is 
always the crank, and ihc difference is that the educated species is 
sometimes more dangerous than the variety of low mental'iy. His 
theories often show a complex originality and an uncanny skill in 
execution that make him more difficult to thwart than in the case oC 
the plodder whose mentality has gone off on a dangerous tangent. 
Happily the prospect is that the victim' of Holt's bullet will survive. 
When the mentally-unbalanced professor shall have been placed in 
safe restraint the incident will have been closed.

Ashley, tnd., July 6.—A tornado that 


ripped a narrow path of twelve to fif- 
teen rods wide and flve or six miles long 
in the country between tM» town ami 
Hudson, a mile west, beginning south- 
west and taking a course northeast, 
Sunday afternoon, wrought damage of 
many thousands of dollars. Hundreds 
of acreg of grain wore laid flat and much 
of it ma.de waste, many orchards •were 
uprooted, scweral barns were destroyed, 
one house wan almost wrecked, wire 
lines were prostrated, fences thrown 
down and scores of outbuildings were 
destroyed, but there were no human 
casualties. 


The st«el roof from a/bam southwest 


of this place was dropped' upon the 
trunk wires of the system that supplies 
Ashley and Hudson with eleotrlc current 
from Angola ajid tho system was put. 
out of commission, with the- result that 
both towns were in darkness last night. 
The Ashley electric light plant was de- 
stroyed by flre some months ago and 
since then current has been obtained 
from Angola. 


Orchards and Crops Suffer. 


The bulk of the damage is to or- 


chards and the crops in the fields. Hun- 
dreds of fruit trees were uprooted in the 
path of the storm and numerous fleMs 
of wheat, oats and ry» were laid flat. 
Many of the flattened stands of growing 
grain are laid so low that it will be 
practically impossible to reap them. 
Fences, small buildings and telephone 
lines were laid the whole path of the 
storm. 


An estimate of the damage can only 


he approximate, but it will total many 
thousands of dollars. Such of the wheat 
in the fields as can be saved will have 
to be reaped by hand. 


Pillow Blown from trnfler Them. 
At the farm home of David Leas, just 


north of Hudson, the storm tore the 
house in two, twisted the parts around 
and destroyed most of the 
household 


furnishings. 
Mrs. Leas and her hus- 


band's mother were asleep on their 
beds, taking an afternoon nap, when thu 
storm broke over the place. 
The wind 


swept with mighty violence through the 
house and whisked the pillows from 
under the heads of tho sleepers, but 
they were not injured. 
The large porch 


on the front of the Leas home was 


carried »way and no trace of it can be 
found. The big b*m on the place was 
r*ied by the. wind, but none of the 
stock was killed. 
Five Had Miraculous Escape.

when the big barn on the farm of Mrs. 
Lillian Gonnor was blown down. 
Curl 


Mortorff, Oscar Allen and .less Elliott, 
of Ashley, ran their automobile into the 
barn to escape the storm and were as-

sons of Mrs. Oonsor. 


Whllo all five were in the structure the 
wind reduced it to splintered wreckage, 
but no harm came- to the occupants. 


Other barns destroyed were on the 


William Smathe.rs farm, north of Hud- 
son and on the Charles Kirchner farm 
west of that town. The roof was lifted 
from the A. D. Goodrich barn south o' 
Hudson. 


In Ashley and Hudson the damage 


was not extensive save to shade trees 
and small out-buildings.
